3. Mr. Zimmerman requested that the Board also consider forming a committee to review
the on-going topic item “virtual/online counseling”. The committee will begin drafting a
policy to address how the Board and licensee(s) should handle the recognition of
virtual/online counseling.

4. ASWB Exams: Advanced Generalist & Clinical Exams. Board discussed the acceptance
of the newly revised Clinical Exam as the licensure exam for CSW licensure. The
Advanced Generalist exam will be removed as an option for applicants registering with
ASWB once approved by the Board to sit for the exam.

5. NBCC/ National Clinical Mental Health Counselor Exam (NCMHCE) —an ongoing
agenda item for discussion; the Board will need to determine the process for approval and
notification to NBCC of a candidate to sit for the exam.
